A bill  fixing  the  ra- 
tio, and  apportioning  the  representation  of  this 
Atate  fur  the  next  four  years. 

The  following  message  from  the  Governor 
received  by  Mr.  Secretary  Hardin,  read  and 
referred  to  Messrs.  M'Afee,  Owens,  Chambers, 
Hogan,  Blackburn,  Mills, Williams,  Yautis  and 
Daniel. 

Gentlemen  nf  the  Senate , 

And  of  the  House  of  Representatives 

Permit  me  at  this  early  stage  of  your 
session,  to  call  your  attention  to  a subject 
of  considerable  interest  to  some  of  the 
citizens  of  Kentucky. 

During  the  late  war,  many  horses  were 
lost  and  killed  in  the  public  service  be- 
longing to  the  militia  of  this  state,  which 
it  is  believed  the  United  States  are  in 
justice  bound  to  pay  for  ; particularly  on 
the  campaign  of  1 81 3.  The  service  of 
that  year  was  cf  »u<;h  a nature,  and  the 
requisition  from  the  commanding  gene- 
ral of  the  north-western  army,  so  sudden 
And  emergent,  as  to  render  it  impossible 
to  reinforce  him  from’Kentucky,  in  time 
to  effect  the  great  objects  of  the  cam- 
paign, but  by  means  of  mounted  volun- 
teers.—That  course  was  resorted  to,  and 
was  approved  by  the  president  of  the  U- 
nited  States.  But,  owing  to  the  sudden- 
ness of  the  requisition  ; the  great  distance 
to  travel  to  the  scene  of  action;  the  ex- 
treme badness  of  the  roads  ; the  want  of 
forage  on  a-great  part  of  the  way  out ; 
»nd  the  horses  having  to  be  kept  upon 
bare  pasture  for  more  than  a month  with- 
out grain, many  of  them  became  weak, 
and  unable  to  return  through  the  deep 
extensive  swamps  which  lay  on  the  route 
home  ; fvom  these  and  other  unavoidable 
causes,  considerable  losses  of  the  horses 
took  place.  It  may  be  recollected  that 
it  was  an  important  crisis  of  the  war. 
That  in  the  early  part  of  the  campaign 
of  1813,  government  had  assigned  to  the 
commanding  general  of  the  north-western 
army,  seven  thousand  regular  troops,  to 
make  a descent  on  Canada,  and  reduce 
Malden.'  But  these  troops  were  to  be  en- 
listed ; and  not  one  third  of  them  over 
joined  him.  • Hence  it  became  late,  very 
late,  before  the  militia  were  called  for, 
and  required  the  greatest  possible  dis- 
patch both  of  them  and  the  regiment 
commanded  by  col.  R.  M.  Johnson,  to  ar-' 
rive  at  the  scene  of  action  in  due  time ; 


as  v.  ithont  this  aid,  the  general  was  una- 
ble to  advance  against  Malden,  not  even 
after  the  enemy's  fleet  had  been  defeated 
and  captured  on  lake  Erie. 

It  may  also  be  considered  that  the  tour 
was  performed  so  speedily,  as  to  render 
it  the  cheapest  campaign  ever  attempted 
to  the  same  extent.  And  that  great  part 
of  the  time  the  army  foraged  and  subsist- 
ed upon  the  enemy,  with  but  little  expense 
to  the  United  States — And  that  the  go- 
vernment lias  on  other  similar  occasions 
paid  for  losses  necessarily  sustained  to 
promote  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 

From  these  considerations,  it  cannot  be 
doubted,  that  our  claim  for  horses  lost  in 
the  public  service,  will  receive  that  atten- 
tion, which  it  justly  merits. 

I therefore  submit  to  you,  gentlemen, 
the  propriety  of  forwarding  to  congress, 
a resolution  from  the  general  assembly, 
expressive  of  your  feelings  in  relation  to 
a compensation  for  horses  unavoidably 
lost  on  that  campaign  and  during  the 
war,  by  the  mounted  volunteers  of  Ken- 
tucky, as  they  are  designated  on  the  mus- 
ter rolls.

Leave  refused  Yeas  30 — Nays  42. — 

Mr.  Dollerhio'e  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
bill  to  take  the  sense  of  the  p»op!e  of  this 
state  as  to  the  propriety  of  calling  a conven- 
tion : and  the  question  being  taken  thereon, 
it  was- rejected. 

The  bill  concerning  actual  setters  was  under 
discussion,  in  committee  of  the  whole  ; after 
discussion,  it  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for 
a third  reading. 

The  resolution  concerning  the  bank  was  ta- 
ken up,  and  so  amended  as  to  require  the  com- 
mittee to  ascertain  what  the  largest  accommo- 
dation of  any  Individual  in  Bank  amounts  to. 

Mr.  Rowan  reported  a bill  to  amend  the  law 
concernntg  ejectments. 

Mr.  F.  Johnson  moved  a resolution,  the  ob- 
ject of  which  is  the  appointment  of  a com- 
mittee to  institute  an  enquiry  into  the  situa- 
tion of  the  Transylvania  University.  The 
same  being  concurred  in,  Messrs.  Johnson, 
Payne,  Marshall,  Allan,  True,  Chambers, 
Mills,  Bowan  and  Todd,  were  appointed  a 
committee  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  P.  Thompson  obtained  leave  to  bring  in 
a bill  to  amend  the  law  establishing  the  coun- 
ty of  Daviess. 

Mr  Hubbard  reported  the  bill  to  alter  the 
mode  of summoning  jurors — and  Mr.  Patton,  a 
bill  further  to  regulate  the  court  of  appeals. 

[This  latter  bill  contemplates  dividing  the 
whole  state  into  four  appellate  judicial  dis- 
triets,  hut  does  not  fix  the  places  of  holding 
courts,  nor  do  we  believe  the  friends  of  the 
measures  have  yet  settled  upon  the  counties 
ill  which  the  courts  are  to  sit.  As  soon  as  the 
bill  assumes  the  shape  in  which  it  will  prob- 
ably pass,  if  at  all,  we  shall  lay  it  before  our 
readers  ) 

Bills  read  a second  time  : A bill  further  to 

regulate  the  general  court — a bill  regulating 
appeals  from  the  judgments  of  justices  of  the 
peace — a bill  to  amend  the  law  concerning  e- 
jectnients. 

The  bill  to  regulate  the  General  court  un- 
derwent discussion  in  committee  bfthe  whole. 

The  resolution  from  the  senate  appointing 
a joint  committee  to  examine  into  the  situa- 
tion of  the  hank  of  Kentucky  was  taken  up, 
and  amended  so  as  to  direct  the  committee  to 
report  "specially  the  amount  of  capital  and 
dividend  of  the  mother  bank  and  each  of  her 
branches,  separately,  particularly  the  amount 
of  stock  owned  by  the  share. 

Thursday,  dec.  12. 

Mr.  M'Afee  from  the  committee  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  reported  a lengthy  memorial 
to  Congress  on  the  subject  of  lost  horses  during 
the  late  war. 

• The  following  bills  were  reported  from  the. 
several  committees  appointed  to  prepare  and 
bring  in  the  same. 


By  Mr.  Breathitt— a bill  further  to  regulate 
the  payment  of  the  debt  due  the  common- 
wealth, for  the  sale  of  vacant  lands.  Bv  Mr 
Blackburn — a bill  to  amend  the  law  authoria 
ing  the  trial  of  the  right  of  property,  by  jury. 
Which  bills  were  severally  received  and  read 
the  first  lime,  and  ordered  to  be  road  a,second 
time.

Savannah,  Nov.  18, 
REPORTED  LOSS 

or  THE 

U.  S.  BRIG  I.’EPERVIER. 

Capt.  Smith,  of  the  brig  Eliza-3arker: 
arrived  from  Turk’s  Island,  on  Thurs- 
day evening  last,  which  place  he  left  on 
the  1st  instant,  reports,  that  a few  hours 
previous  to  his  leaving  Turk’s  Island,  his 
agent  came  on  board  and  informed  him, 
that  by  the  arrival  of  an  English  vessel, 
intelligence  had  just  been  received  of  the 
sinking  of  an  American  brig  of  war ; 
which,  if  true,  must  have  been  L’Eper- 
vier.  The  circumstances  related  were, 
that  the  brig  had  fallen  in  with  an 
English  74,  from  which  site  was  boarded. 
After  the  boarding  officer  having  en- 
quired where  L’Epervier  was  from,  and 
being  answered  that  she  had  been  dis- 
patched from  the  Mediterranean  by  Com. 
Decatur  for  the  United  States,  he  de- 
manded Lieut.  Shubrick’s  commission  ; 
which  mandate  was  answered  by  the  lieu- 
tenant, and  pointing  to  the  American  flag, 

“ that , sir,  is  the  commission  I bear.'' 

The  English  officer  returned  to  his  com- 
mander and  made  his  report ; upon 
which  he  was  remanded  to  the  Ameri- 
can vessel,  with  a similar  demand.  To 
this  the  former  rejoinder  was  given  ; he 
went  to  his  own  ship,  and  informed  his 
captain.  In  the  mean  time  L’Epervier 
made  sail ; which  the  English  comman- 
der perceiving,  fired  a gun  at  her  : L’Ep- 
ervier returned  it : when  the  English  sc- 
i ■ .y-four  opened  her  broadside  upon  the 
brig  and  sunk  her  ! Capt.  Smith  heard 
not  whether  any  of  her  crew  were  saved, 
nor  the  time  or  latitude  in  which  the  a- 
trocious  transaction  was  perpetrated  ; hut 
says  the  above  report  was  commonly  be- 
lieved at  Turk’s  Island. 

We  had  formed  our  opinion  that  the 
L'Epervier  perished  in  the  severe  gales 
of  last  August,  but  Capt.  Smith’s  report 
is  so  circumstantial  in  some  respects, 
that  we  are  almost  induced  to  give  it  ere- ! 
dence.  Still,  we  suppose,  had  it  been 
founded  on  fact,  the  name  of  the  seventy- 
four  and  the  time  of  the  horrid  deed 
could  no  more  escape  the  busy  tongue  of 
rumor  than  Lieutenant  Shubrick’s  lan- 
guage. Should,  however,  the  fiend-like 
malice  of  an  English  captain  have  con- 
signed our  countrymen,  in  the  hour  of 
peace,  to  a watery  grave  and  sea-weed  , 
winding-sheet,  America  has  no  cause  to ' 
blush  at  her  childrens  deeds  ; for  the 
sinking  of  L’Epervier  is  another  proof] 
to  those  which  had  previously  taken  I 
place,  that  neither  superior  force  nor  the 
love  of  life  can  induce  our  seamen  to  sub- 
mit to  dishonor.  Fame  will  inscribe  their 
names  on  the  page  of  immortality. 
“ There , sir,  is  the  commission  I bear"  will 
be  the  watch-word  of  generations  yet  to 
come  ; and  rouse  every  free  heart,  and 
raise  every  hand  now  in  our  country  to 
appease  the  manes  of  Shubrick  and  his 
companions — Rep,

KIDNAPPING  AND  MURDER. 

The  Post  Master  in  this  place  has  put 
into  our  hands  a letter  which  he  received 
by  the  last  mail  from  Mr.  Thomas  Hen- 
derson at  Georgetown,  Ky.  stating  ‘.hat 
two  meu  had  passed  through  that  county 
with  a negro  womenoffering  her  for  sale; 
and  during  the  night  the  woman  made 
her  situation  known  to  the  Landlady,  that 
she  and  her  husband  moved  to  the  state 
of  Ohio,  and  settled  on  Mill  creek  where 
they  had  resided,  and  that  on  Sunday 
morning  Oct.  29,  three  or  four  men  came 
to  their  house  and  requested  her  hus- 
band to  go  with  them  and  shew  them  a 
piece  of  land  ; and  after  they  had  been 
gone  a short  time  two  of  the  n\en  came 
riding  back  in  haste  and  told  her  that  her 
husband  had  fallen  from  his  horse,  and 
broken  his  arm,  and  that  she  must  go  to 
his  assistance.  Upon  which  she  started 
and  designed  walking,  but  they  made  her 


get  a horse  that  was  convenient.  And 
that  after  riding  a few  hundred  yards 
from  the  house,  one  of  the  men  alighted, 
took  a rope  out  of  his  pocket  and  tied  her, 
telling  her  that  she  was  his  prisoner,  and 
drew  a dirk  to  prevent  her  making  any 
noise,  and  in  this  way  carried  to  hre  Ken- 
tucky. 

Mr.  Henderson  further  states,  that  the 
men  were  examined  separately  before  a 
Magistrate,  and  that  their  statements  dif- 
fered very  materially. — But  notwithstand- 
ing this  they  were  suffered  to  carry  off 
the  woman. 

From  enquirics'hat  have  been  made, 
we  learn  the  following  circumstance, 
which  leads  inevitably  to  the  belief  that 
the  woman  has  been  kidnapped  and  her 
husband  murdered. 

A family  of  free  blacks,  consisting  of  a 
man  and  bis  wife,  by  the  name  of  Peter 
Sc  Rebecca  Peyton,  have  for  a number  of 
years  resided  in  this  town,  the  woman  was 
brought  to  this  place  from  Maryland  it  is 
believed  ; from  this  they  went  to  Mil! 
creek,  and  after  residing  there  for  a time  j 
they  settled  on  Stone  Lick  fork,  a branch  ! 
of  the  east  fork  of  the  Little  Miami,  ini 
Clinton  county.  \ ( 

About  the  first  of  November  their 
house  was  discovered  to  he  vacant ; a few 
days  after,  the  body  of  Peter  was  found 
about  a half  a mile  from  the  house  with 
a ball  shot  through  the  head  ; a coroner's  i 
inquest  was  held  over  it  and  a verdict  of! 
murder,  was  pronounced.  The  woman  j 
Rebecca,  lias  not  been  seen  or  heard  of  | 
since. 

Two  men  have  been  apprehended  on 
suspicion  and  committed  to  jail,  one.  of 
whom  (’tis  said)  has  made  a confession 
giving  the  particulars  of  the  transaction, 
which  corresponds  so  well  with  the  nar- 
rative of  this  woman  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Georgetown,  that  we  feci  no  doubt  of 
her  being  the  woman  in  question. 

Those  best  acquainted  with  her,  des- 
cribe her  to  be  rather  fleshy,  and  of  a 
pleasant  countenance.

Whereas,  by  documents  exhibited  at  this 
Office  in  support  of  applications  for  Land  YVar- 
rants,  it  appears  that  many  persons  dvregurd 
or  misconstrue  the  information  heretofore  pub. 
lisbed,  relative  to  the  proceeding*  requisite  in 
all  cases  where  the  Original  Claimant  does  not 
personally  apply  at  this  department — it  is  there- 
fore deemed  expedient  to  elucidate  the  several 
points  alluded  to  above  by  the  following  obser- 
vations. 

1.  In  regard  to  tbe  power  of  attorney  direct- 
ed to  be  executed  in  the  cases  above  mention- 
ed, it  is  deemed  of  primary  importance,  that  it 
be  formally  acknowledged  before  a magistrate 
and  that  his  acknowledgment  be  subscribed  by 
the  person  who  thus  delegates  his  authority  to 
another,  at  well  as  confirmed  by  oath  or  affirm - 
anon,  in  presence  of  the  said  Magistrate,  who 
then  attests  the  execution  of  this  formality. 

2.  Every  Deposition  or  Affidavit,  ought  to  Le 
subscribed  by  the  deponent  or  pet  son  making  it , 
a*  well  as  confirmed  by  his  oath  or  affirmations 
and  should  then  be  yttented  in  due  form  by 
the  magistrate  before  whom  it  is  made.

“ certificates  from  competent  anthorty,"  tills  hss 
been  thought  hv  tome,  npt  sufficiently  expli- 
cit ; to  remove  therefore,  all  doubt  on  this 
point  in  future,  be  it  known  that  this  insettien 
of  the  term  •*  competent  authority"  arose  from 
representations  of  long  standing  at  this  office, 
confirmative  of  the  fact  that  in  different  States, 
component  parts  of  the  American  Union,  the 
legal  mode  of  proving  '*  heirship’’  for  the  pur. 
poses  of  inheriting  real  estate,  is  different  from 
that  practised  in  other  states  ; it  is  obvious, 
therefore,  that  the  meaning  and  intention  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  in  sanctioning  the  term 
“ competent  authority,"  is  that  the  person  so 
pretending  to  be  *'  legitimate  heir  at  law,” 
should  be  required  first  to  exhibit  bis  proof  of 
it  to  that  tribunal,  or  civil  officer,  that  is  au- 
thorised by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
state  wherein  he  resides  to  take  cognizance  of 
the  point  in  question,  for  local  or  other  purpo- 
ses. A duly  authenticated  certificate  from 
that  tribunal  or  public  office,  has  ever  been, 
and  will  centinue  to  be  deemed  at  this  office, 
conclusive  evidence  in  such  a case.  Thus,  an 
official  certificate  declarative  of  the  fact, 
that  such  an  one  is  a “ legitimate  heir  at  law," 
of  such  an  one,  issued  by  a court  of  Record, 
a»  Ordiharx,  a Judge  op  Prorate — according 
to  the  laws  Sc  usages  of  differentlitates  have  ever 
been  deemad  equally  admissable  at  this  office. 

It  should  be  observed  however,  that  in  ca- 
ses of  posthumous  claim  to  the  military  bounty 
land  authorised  by  an  act  of  Congress  of  the. 
tenth  of  December,  1814,  it  is  essential  that 
the  claimant  should  establish,  not  only  that  he 
is  “ a legitimate  heir  at  taw,"  but  also  the  par- 
ticular degree  of  consanguinity  he  bore  to  the 
deceased  soldier  in  whose  right  he  claims. 

5.  Although  the  rule  will  be  adhered  to,  not 
to  issue  a land  warrant  to  an  Erscutor,  nor  to 
an  Administrator,  yet  in  all  cases  where  " the 
legitimate  heirs  at  law,"  are  minors,  a guardian 
constituted  and  appointed  in  conformity  with 
the  laws  of  the  state  where  the  said  minors  re- 
side, may  obtain  a land  warrant  in  trust  for 
them,  on  his  exhibiting  at  this  office,  official 
credentials  proving  his  said  quality.

Thin  dcui.  at  12  o'clock  the  President  of  die 
United  Sr, ties  trailer, lilted  to  both  Howe*  of  Con- 
gress the  following  Menage,  by  J\Ir.  Todd,  bis 
Secretary  : 

fellow- Citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  of  the  House  of  Be/ireientativcs. 

I have  'he  satisfaction,  on  our  present  meet- 
jng.of  being  able  to  communicate  to  you  the 
successful  termination  of  the  war  which  Inid 
been  commenced  against  the  United  States  by 
the  Regency  of  Algiers.  The  squadron  in  ad- 
vance, on  that  service,  under  Commodore  De- 
catur, lost  not  a moment  after  its  arrival  in 
the  Mediterranean  in  s-eking  the  naval  force 
of  the  enemy,  then  cruizing  in  that  sea  ; and 
succeeded  in  capturing  two  of  his  ships, 
one  of  them  the  principal  ship,  commanded  by 
the  Algerine  Admiral-  The  high  character 
of  the  American  commander  was  brilliantly 
sustained  on  the  occasion,  which  brought  li  is 
own  ship  into  close  action  with  that  of  his  ad- 
versary i as  was  the  accustomed  gallantry  of 
all  the  officers  and  men  actually  engaged. — 
Having  prepared  the  wav  bv  this  deni  mstra- 
tion  of  American  skill  and  prowess,  he  hasten- 
ed to  t}ie  port  of  Algiers,  where  peace  w as 
promptly  yielded  to  bis  victorious  force.  In 
the  terms  stipulated,  the  rights  and  honor  of 
the  United  States  were  particularly  consulted, 
by  a perpetual  'relinquishment  on  the  part  of 
the  Dev  of  atl  pretensions  to  tribute  from  them. 
The  impressions  which  have  thus  been  made, 
strengthened  as  tlipy  will  have  been,  by  subse- 
quent transactions  With  the  Regencies  oi  Tunis 
and  Tripoli,  b , the  appearance  of  the  larger 
force,  which  followed,  under  Commodore  Main- 
bridge,  the  ch’cf  in  ronsuiand  of  the  expedition, 
and  ov  the  judicious  prevail 'irnarv  arrange- 
ments left  by  him  in  that  quarter,  afford  a rea- 
sonable prospect  of  future  security,  for  the  val- 
uable portion  of  our  commerce.  which  passes 
Within  reach  of  the  Barbary  cruisers. 

It  is  another  source  of  satisfaction  that  the 
treaty  of  peace  with  Great  Britain  has  been 
succeeded  by  a' convention  on  the  subject  of 
Commerce,  concluded  by 'he  Plenipotentiaries 
of  the  two  countries.  In  this  result  a disposi- 
tion is  manifested  on  the  part  of  that  nation, 
corresponding  with  the  disposition  of  the  Unit- 
ed States, which,  it  mat  be  hoped,  will  be  im- 
proved int  i Literal  arraignment*  on  (Ith-M-  sub 
jects,  on  which  tliepvrties  have  mutual  inter- 
ests, or  which  might  endanger  their  future 
harmony.  Congress,  will  decide  on  the  ex- 
pediency of  pvoinoting  such  a sequel,  by  giv- 
ing effect  to  the  mea-ure  of  confining  the  A- 
Vnerican  navigation  tp  American  seamen;  a 
measure  which,  at  the  same  time  that  it  might 
have  that  conciliatory  tendency,  would  have 
the  further  advantage  of  increasing  the  inde- 
pendence of  nur  navigation,  and  tiie  resources 
tor  our  maritime  defence. 

In  conformity  with  the  articles  of  the  Trea- 
ty of  Gliept,  relating  to  the  Indians,  as  well  as 
with  a view  to  the  tranquility  of  oitr  Western 
and  North  Western  fr-m tiers,  measures  were 
taken  to  establish  an  immediate  peace  with  the 
beveral  tribes  who  had  been  engaged  in  hostil- 
ities against  the  United  States  Such  of  them 
as  were  I ivited  to  Detroit  acceded  readily  to  a 
renewal  of  the  firmer  treaties  of  friendship. — 
Of  the  other  tribes  who  wtre  invited  to  a sta- 
tion on  the  M ssissippi,  the  g-eater  number 
have  also  accepter!  the  peace  offered  to  them. 
The  residue,  consisting  of  the  m ire  distant 
Tribes  or  parts  of  tribes,  r -main  to  he  brought 
over  bv  farther  explanations,  or  by  such  other 
means  as  may  be  adapted  to  the  disposition 
they  may  finally  disclose. 

The  Indian  Tribts  within  and  borderL-g  on 
one  Southern  frontier,  whom  a cmel  war  on 
their  part,  had  compelled  ns  to  ciiastise  into 
peace,  have  lately  shewn  a iv.tlessness,  which 
has  called  for  preparatory  measures  for  re- 
pressing it,  ami  for  protecting  the  commis- 
sioners engaged  in  carrying  the  terms  of  the 
peace  into  execution. 

The  execution  of  the  Act  fir  fixing  the 
military  peace  establishment  has  been  attend- 
ed with  difficulties,  which  even  now  can  only 
be  overcome  by  legislative  aid.  The  selection 
ot  officers  t the  payment  and  discharge  of 
the  troops  satiated  for  the  war  ; the  payment 
of  the  retained  troops,  and  tiieir  re  union  trom 
detached  and  distant  stations  i the  collection 
and  security  of  the  public  property,  in  the 
Quarter  Master,  Commissary,  and  Ordnance 
Departments  ; and  the  constant  medical  aa- 
aistance  required  in  hospitals  and  garrisons, 
rendered  a complete  execution  of  the  act  im- 
practicable on  the  first  of  May,  the  period 
more  immediately  contemplated  As  soon, 
however,  as  circumstances  w mid  permit,  and 
as  far  as  it  has  been  pract;cable,  consistently 
with  the  public  interests,  the  reduction  of 
the  army  lias  been  accomplished  : but  the  ap- 
propriations ot  its  pay, and  for  other  branches 
of  the  military  service,  having  proved  inade- 
quate, the  earliest  attention  to  that  subject 
will  be  necessary  ; and  the  expediency  of  con 
tinning  upon  the  peace  establishment  the  staff 
officers,  who  have  hitherto  been  provisionally 
detained,  is  also  recommended  to  the  consid- 
eration of  Congress. 

In  the  performance  of  the  executive  duty 
upon  this  occasion,  there  has  not  been  wanting 
a just  sensibility  to  the  merits  of  the  American 
army,  during  the  late  war  : hot  the  obvious 
policy  ami  design  in  fixing  an  efficient  military 
peace  establishment,  did  not  afford  an  oppor. 
‘unity  to  distinguish  the  aged  snd  infirm,  on 
account  of  their  past  services,  nor  the  wound- 
ed and  disabled,  on  account  of  their  present 
sufferings.  The  extent  of  the  reduction,  in- 
deed, unavoidably  involved  the  exclusion  of 
many  meritorious  officers  of  every  rank  from 
the  service  of  their  country  ; and  so  equal,  as 
well  as  so  numerous,  were  the  claims  to  atten- 
tion, that  a decision  by  the  standard  of  compa- 
rative irieriCcouM  seldom  be  obtained.  Judg- 


ed, however,  in  candor,  by  a *t*ndard 

if  positive  merit,  the  Army  Register  will,  it  is 
believed,  do  honor  to  the  establishment ; while 
the  case  of  those  officers,  whose  names  are  not 
included  in  it,  devolves,  with  the  strongest  in- 
terest, upon  the  legislative  authority,  for  such 
provision  as  shall  be  deemed  the  best  calculated 
lo  give  support  and  solace  to  the  veteran  and 
invalid ; to  display  the  beneficence,  as  well  the 
justice  of  the  government,  and  to  inspire  a 
martial  zeal  for  the  public  service,  upon  every 
future  emergency. 

Although  the  embirrassments  arising  from 
the  want  of  an  uniform  national  currency,  have 
not  been  diminished,  since  the  adjournment  of 
congress,  great  satisfaction  lias  been  derived 
in  contemplating  the  revival  of  the  pubic  ere. 
dit,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  public  resources. 
The  receipts  into  the  Treasury,  from  the  vari- 
ous bran  rlies  of  the  revenue,  during  the  nine 
months  ending  on  the  3'Jth  of  September  last, 
have  been  estimated  at  twelm  millions  and  a 
half  of  dollars  ; the  issues  of  Treasury  Notes 
of  -Very  denomination,  during  the  same  period, 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  fourteen  millions  of 
dollars ; and  there  was,  also,  obtained  upon 
loan,  during  the  same  period,  a sum  of  nine 
millions  of  dollars  : of  which  the  sum  of  six 
millions  of  dollars  was  subscribed  in  cash,  and 
the  sum  of  three  millions  of  dollars  in  Treasu- 
; ry  Notes.  With  these  means,  added  to  the 
j sum  of  one  million  and  a half  of  dollars,  being 
| the  balance  of  money  in  the  Treasury  on  the 
) first  of  January,  there  has  been  paid,  between 
the  first  of  January  and  the  first  of  October,  on 
account  of  the  appropriating  of  the  preceding 
and  of  the  present  year,  (exclusively  of  the  a- 
mount  of  the  Treasury  Notes  subscribed  to  the 
loan,  and  the  amount  redeemed  in  the  payment 
of  duties  and  taxes)  the  aggregate  sum  of 
thirty-three  milli  .ns  and  a half  of  dollars,  leav- 
ing a balance  then  in  the  Treasury  estimated 
at  the  sum  of  three  millions  of  dollars.  Inde- 
pendent, however,  of  the  arrearages  due  for 
military  services  and  supplies,  it  is  presumed, 
that  a slim  of  five  millions  of  dollars,  iiiclud- 
ing  the  interest  on  the  public  debt  payable  on 
the  first  of  January  next,  will  be  demanded  at 
the  Treasury  to  complete  the  expenditures  of 
the  present  year,  anil  for  which  the  existing 
ways  and  means  will  sufficiently  provide. 

The  national  debt,  as  it  was  ascertained  on  , 
the  1st  of  October  last,  amounted  in  the  whole,  j 
to  tlie  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  millions 
of  dollars,  consisting  of  the  unredeemed  ha-  i 
lance  of  the  debt,  contracted  before  tlie  late  ^ 
war,  (thirty  nine  millions  of  dollars)  the  > 
amount  of  the  funded  debt  contracted  in  con-  | 
sequence  of  the  war,  (sixty  four  millions  of  i 
d diars,)  & the  amount  of  the  unfunded  and  , 
l floating  debt  (including  the  various  issues  of  : 
; Treasury  Notes)  seventeen  millions  of  dollars,  j 
which  is  in  a grad  - I course  of  payment. 
There  will,  probably  he  some  addition  to  the 
public  debt,  upon  the  liquidation  of  various 
claims  which  are  depending  ; and  a concilia- 
tory disposition  on  the  p.irt  of  Congress 
may  lead  honorable  and  advantageously,  to 
an  equitable  arrangement  of  the  military 
expeners,  incurred  by  the  several  states, 
without  the  previous  ranclirnor  authority  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States. 
Rut  when  it  is  considered  that  the 

new  as  well  as  the  old  portion  of  the  debt  has 
been  contracted  in  '.he  assertion  of  tlie  nation- 
al rights  and  independence  ; and  when  it  is 
recollected  that  the  public  expenditures,  not 
being  exclusively  bestowed  upon  subjects  of 
a transient  nature,  will  long  be  visible  in  the 
number  and  equipment*  of  the  American  navy, 
in  the  military  works  for  the  defence  of  our 
harbours  and  our  frontiers,  anti  in  tlie  supplies 
ot  our  arsenals  and  magazines  ; the  amount 
will  bear  a gratifying  comparison  with  the 
objects  which  have  been  attained  as  well  as 
With  the  resources  of  the  country. 

The  arrangement  of  the  finances,  with  a 
view  to  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  a 
permanent  peace  establishment,  will  necessa 
l ily  enter  into  tlie  deliberations  of  congress, 
during  the  present  session.  It  ia  true  that  the 
-improved  condition  of  the  public  revenue,  will 
not  only  afford  tlis  means  of  maintaining  the 
faith  ol  the  government  with  its  creditors  invi- 
olate, and  of  prosecuting,  successfully,  the 
measures  of  the  most  liberal  policy  ; but  will, 
also,  justify  an  immediate  alleviation  of  the 
burthens  imposed  by  tho  necessities  of  the 
war.  It  is,  however,  essential  to  every  modifi 
Cation  of  the  finances,  that  the  benefits  of  an 
uniform  national  currency  should  be  rest  red 
to  the  community.  The  absence  of  the  preci- 
ous metals  will,  it  is  believed,  be  a tempora- 
ry wil  : but,  until  their  can  be  again  render- 
ed the  general  medium  ofexchange,  it  devolves 
on  the  wisdom  of  Congress,  to  provide  a sub- 
stitute which  shall  equally  engage  the  confi- 
dence, and  accommodate  the  wants,  of  the  citi- 
! zens  througtioul  the  union.  If  the  operation 
of  the  state  Bank,  cannot  produce  this  result, 
the  pnbable  operation  of  a National  Bank  will 
merit  consideration  ; and,  if  neither  of  these 
! expedients  be  deemed  effectual,  it  may  become 
necessary  to  ascertain  tbe  terms  upon  which 
the  notes  of  the  government,  (no  longer  re- 
quired as  an  instrument  of  credit)  shall  be  is- 
sued, upon  motives  of  general  policy,  as  a 
common  medium  of  circulation. 

• Notwithstanding  the  security  for  future  re- 
[ pose  which  the  United  State*  ought  to  find  in 
j their  loTe  of  peace,  and  their  constant  respect 
j fur  the  rights  of  other  nations,  the  character 
of  the  times  particularly  inculcates  the  lesson, 
j that,  whether  to  preveul  or  repel  danger,  we 
plight  not  lo  be  unprepared  for  it.  This  con- 
sideration will  sufficiently  recomrttend  to  Con- 
; gress  a liberal  provision  for  the  immediate 
j extension  and  gradual  completion  of  the  works 
of  defence,  both  fixed  and  floating,  on  our 
maritime  frontier;  and  an  adequate  provision 
for  guarding  our  inland  frontier,  against  dan- 
gers to  which  certain  portions  of  it  may  con- 
tinue to  be  exposed. 

As  an  improvement  on  our  military  estab- 
lishment, it  will  deserve  'he  consideration  of 
Congress  whether  a corps  of  individuals  might 
not  be  so  organized  and  employed,  as  at 
once  to  aid  in  the  support  of  meritorious  in- 
dividuals, excluded  by  age  or  infirmities  from 
the  existing  establishment,  and  to  preserve  to 
the  public  the  benefit  of  their  stationary  servi- 
ces, and  of  tiieir  exemplary  discipline.  ! re- 
commend also  an  ehlargement  of  the  military 
academy  already  established,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  others  in  other  sections  of  the  union. 
And  I cannot  press  too  much  on  the  attention 
of  Congress,  such  a classification  and  organiza- 
tion oi  the  militia,  as  will  most  effectually 
render  it  the  safeguard  of  a free  state  If  ex- 
perience  iia*  been  shewn  in  the  late  splendid 
achievements  of  militia, ‘the  value  of  this 
resource  for  the  puolic  defence,  it  has  shewn 
also  the  importance  of  that  skill  in  the  use 
o'  arms,  and  that  familiarity  with  the  essen- 
tial rules  of  discipline,  which  cannot  be  ex- 
pected from  I he.  regulations  now  in  force. — 
With  tins  subject  i*  intimately  connected,  the 
necessity  of  accommodating  the  laws  in  every 
respect,  to  the  great  object  of  enabling  the 
political  autho  ity  of  the  union  to  employ 
promptly  and  effectually,  the  physical  power 
of  the  union,  in  the  cases  designated  by  the 
constitution. 

The  signal  services  which  have  been  render- 
ed by  ouf  nary,  and  tbe  capacities  it  has  deve- 


lottped  for  the  sttf  eessful  co-operation  in  the 
national  defence,  will  give  to  that  portion  of 
the  public  torcc  its  full,  value  in  the  eves  of 
Congress,  at  an  -epoch  which  calls  for  the  con- 
stant vigilance  of  all  governments.  To  pre- 
serve the  snip*  now  in  a sound  state:  to  com- 
plete those  already  contemplated  ; to  provide 
amply  the  uiperishabie  materials  for  prompt 
augmentations,  and  lo  improve  the  existing  ar- 
rangements into  more  advantageous  establish- 
nents,  for  the  construction,  the  repairs,  and 
the  security  of  vessels  of  war,  is  dictated  by 
the  soundest  policy. 

In  adjusting  the  duties  on  imports,  to 
the  object  of  revenue,  the  influence  of 
the  tariff  on  manufactures  will  t.ecessa- 
rily  present  itself  for  consideration.— 
However  wise  the  theory  maybe,  which 
leaves  to  tlie  sagacity  and  interest  of  in- 
dividuals the  application  of  their  indus- 
try and  resources,  there  are  in  this,  as 
in  other  cases,  exceptions  to  the  general 
rule.  Besides  the  condition  which  the 
theory  itself  implies,  of  a reciprocal  a- 
doption  by  other  nations,  experience 
teaches  that  so  many  circumstances 
must  occur  in  introducing  and  maturing 
manufacturing  establishments,  especial- 
ly of  the  more  complicated  kinds,  that 
a country  may  remain  long  without 
them,  although  sufficiently  advanced, 
and  in  some  respects  even  peculiarly  fix- 
ed for  carrying  them  on  with  success. — 
Under  circumstances  giving  a powerful 
impulse  to  manufacturing  industry,  it 
has  made  among  us  a progress,  and  ex- 
hibited an  efficiency,  which  justify  the 
belief,  that  with  a protection  not  more 
than  is  due  to  the  enterprising  citizens 
whose  interests  are  r.ow  at  stake,  it  will 
become,  at  an  early  day,  not  only  safe 
against  occasional  competitions  from  a- 
broad,but  a source  of  domestic  wealth, 
and  even  of  external  commerce.  In  se- 
lecting the  branches  more  especially  en- 
titled to  the  public  patronage,  a preference 
isobviously  claimed  by  such  as  will  relieve 
tbe  United  S'atcs  from  a dependence  on 
foreign  supplies,  ever  subject  to  casual 
failures,  for  articles  necessary  for  the 
public  defence,  or  connected  with  tbe 
primary  wants  of  individuals.  It  will  be 
an  additional  recommendation  of  partic- 
ular manufactures,  where  the  materials 
for  them  are  extensively  drawn  from  our 
agriculture,  and  consequently  impart  and 
ensure,  to  that  great  fund  of  national 
prosperity  anti  independence,  encourage- 
ment which  cannot  tail  to  be  rewarded. 

Among  the  means  of  advancing  tbe 
public  interest,  the  occasion  is  a proper 
one  for  recalling  the  attention  of  Con- 
gress to  the  great  importance  of  estab- 
lishing throughout  our  country  tlie  roads 
and  canals  which  can  be  best  executed, 
under  the  national  authority.  Noobjccl 
within  the  circle  of  political  economy, 
so  richly  repay  tbe  expense  bestowed  on 
them  ; there  are  none,  the  utility  of  which 
is  more  universally  ascertained  and  ac- 
knowledged; none  that  do  more  honor  to 
the  government,  whose  wise  and  enlarged 
patriotism  duly  appreciates  them.  Nor 
is  there  any  country  which  presents  a 
field,  where  nature  invites  more  the  art 
of  man  to  complete  her  own  work  for  his 
accommodation  and  benefit.  These  con- 
siderations are  strengthened,  moreover, 
l>V  the  political  effect  of  these  facilities 
for  intercommunication,  in  bringing  and 
binding  more  closely  together  the  various 
parts  of  our  extended  confederacy.—  ! 
Whilst  the  stales  individually,  with  alau-j 
dable  enierprize  and  emulation,  avail! 
themselves  of  their  local  advantages,  by  j 
new  roads,  by  navigable  canals,  and  by  I 
improving  the  Streams  susceptible  of' 
navigation,  the  general  government  is  the 
more  urged  to  similar  undertakings,  re- 
quiring a national  jurisdiction, and  nation- 
al means,  by  the  prospect  of  thus  syste- 
matically completing  so  inestimable  a 
work.  And  it  is  a happy  reflection,  that 
any  dofect  of  constitutional  authority, 
which  may  be  encountered,  can  be  sup- 
plied in  a mode  which  the  constitution  it- 
self has  providently  pointed  out. 

The  present  is  a favorable  season,  also, 
for  bringing  again  into  view  tlie  establish- 
ment of  a national  seminary  of  learning 
within  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  with 
means  drawn  from  the  property  therein 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  genera! 
government.  Such  an  institution  claims 
the  patronage  of  Congress,  as  a monu- 
ment of  their  solicitude  for  the  advance* 
ment  of  knowledge,  without  which,  the 
blessings  of  liberty  cannot  be  fully  enjoy- 
ed, or  long  preserved ; as  a model  in- 
structive in  the  formation  of  other  semi- 
naries ; as  a nursery  of  enlightened  pre- 
ceptors ; & as  a central  resort  of  youth  Sc 
genius  from  every  part  of  their  country, 
diffusing  on  their  return  examples  of 
those  national  feelings,  those  liberal  sen* 
timents,  and  those  congenial  manners, 
which  contribute  cement  to  our  union 
and  strength  to  the  great  political  fabric, 
of  which  that  is  tbe  foundation. 

In  closing  this  communication,  I ought 
not  to  repress  a sensibility,  in  which  you 
will  unite,  to  the  happy  lot  of  our  coun- 
try, and  to  the  goodness  of  a superintend- 
ing Providence  to  which  we  are  indebted 
for  it.  Whilst  other  portions  of  mankind 
are  laboring  under  the  distresses  of  war, 
or  struggling  with  adversity  in  other 
forms,  the  United  States  are  in  the  tran- 
quil enjoyment  of  prosperous  and  honora- 
ble peace.  In  reviewing  the  scene* 
through  which  it  has  been  attained,  we 
can  rejoice  in  tbe  proof  given,  that  our 
political  institutions,  founded  in  human 
rights,  and  framed  for  their  preservation, 
are  equal  to  the  severest  trials  oi  war,  as 
well  as  adapted  to  the  ordinary  periods  of 
repose.  As  fruits  of  this  experience, 
and  of  the  reputation  acquired  by  the  A- 
meiican  arms,  on  the  land  and  on  the  wa- 
ter, the  nation  finds  itself  possessed  of  a 
growing  respect  abroad,  and  of  a just  con- 
fidence in  itself,  which  arc  among  the 
best  pledges  for  its  peaceful  c»r««r.  Uu-

“ The  despatches  by  the  last  and  present  fleets 
«re  perhaps  of  a mobe  aLahmimo  character  than 
any  that  have  been  received  in  Leailenhall  street 
for  the  last  twenty  year*.  In  Bengal  our  armies 
have  not  only  been  BtpmTr.ni.v  ]isfk*tsi>,  but 
obliged  to  act  on  the  defensive : and  tlte  moral  ef- 
fects of  his  tare  tvsven  to  be  removed  from  the 
minds  ot  the  natives.  The  war  against  the  brave 
and  hardy  highlanders  of  Napaul,  have  been  un- 
doubtedly commenced  under  an  ignorance  of  their 
Character  and  resources,  anil  it  has  in  consequence 
been  conducted  with  inadequate  means.  The  times 
are  miserably  changed,  when  (as  is  the  fact  at  this 
moment,)  onr  troops  are  forming  entrenohed  camps, 
within  (lie  company’s  auceint  possessions — indeed  1 
fear  to  repeat  the  alarming  reports  which  the  post 
of  each  day  brings  uS.  On  this  side  of  India,  we  are 
on  the  eve  of  Mahretta  war,  tlie  certain  conse- 
qitettc  of  a failure  in  Niipanl.  Sir  T.  Hislop  lias 
taken  the  firld,  and  is  organizing  an  army  of  30,000 
men  ! — The  expense  is  enormous.  The  govern- 
ment paper  is  at  a heavy  discount.  This  is  an  Un- 
tavorublc  view  of  our  situation,  but  unfortunately  it  is 
loo  true  a one.” 

Letters  from  France  state,  that  the 
emigration  is  greater  from  that  country 
than  ever  was  known.  Every  vessel  that 
r(uits  a French  port  for  America,  is  lead- 
ed with  artisans,  manufacturers  and  pco- 
sle  of  property  The  silk-weavers,  quit- 
ting tiieir  native  country,  are  more  nume- 
rous than  any  other  description  of  peo- 
ple.— durora.
